One characteristic of the motorcycle phenomenon is the tremendous 
number of organizations, associations and clubs within it. Enthusiast for 
enthusiast, probably no other sport has so many organizations and so little 
Organization. We do not deplore the present situation which we hope to de- 
fine in this series of essays. Quite contrary, as usual, Cycle News wishes 
to encourage as much of it as we understand, trusting that the foolish fac- 
tions will recognize their folly the sooner thereby and that the wiser heads 
will be encouraged in their wisdom. 

ESSAY: The Danger of and to Motorcycles 

Americans can be roughly divided into two classes—— those who ride 
motorcycles and those who don’t. A surprising number of people who sell 
motorcycles don't ride them. Which places them uncomfortably in the “other” 
camp. As they see it, they have to justify their livelihood from a business 
which seems to deal in danger when they are not actually exposed to the 
“danger” themselves. With commendable honesty the noneriders confess the 
opinion, based on hearsay, that “motorcycles are dangerous.” 

Those of us who love to ride motorcycles delight in telling the non- 
riders atrocity stories to prove how brave we are. But privately we admit that 
bikes are not dangerous as long as they are under the control of an experi- 
enced rider. Even in a crash, injury is not “inevitable.” 

Non-riders persist in the mistaken opinion that exposed rider equals 
injured body, even to the extent of mouthing it on national TV. This kind of 
publicity, especially from those who claim to be spokesmen for the industry, 
hurts motorcycling the worst. With friends like that, who needs enemies? 

A motorcycle is inherently à safe device. However, it is a very respon- 
sive mechanism. Bad riders should not blame the machine for their own fail- 
ure to control it. If a rider makes a mistake, the bike is likely to pitch him 
off gently or hard. If the rider lands properly and avoids obstacles, he can 
survive falls without damage. Only a non-rider wouldn't know that, 


Nevada County Tries to 
Pass Helmet Law 


Does anyone have the right to put a motorcycle rider in jail for failing to 
protect himself? 

Commissioners of Clark County, Nevada this week passed an '*emergency 
ordinance'' that all motorcycle riders must wear helmets in that county, 
which ihcluded Las Vegas and most of Southern Nevada. Commissioner 
Darwin Lamb made the announcement. 

The new ordinance, which was passed without benefit of public hearing, 
is slated to take effect August 17, 1967. 

Riders in Clark County who wish to voice opposition to the compulsory 
helmet ordinance should write or wire their county commissioners immediate ly 
to demand a public hearing with due notice before the law goes into effect. 
It is expected that the Las Vegas City Commissioners will enact a similar 
ordinance when they meet at City Hall on Wednesday, August 16th at 8 p.m. 
Cycle riders are invited to voice their views.

THOUGHTFUL PROMOTION 


With further reference to our no- 
tice to cancel our ad in your news- 
paper for the Tulare '%-mile race 
(Aug. 12) we would like to explain 
our position in this cancellation. 

As you know we are having much 
trouble with the condition of the 
track at Tulare. We have been in 
discussion with the Fair people who 
have done their best to prepare a 
good track for us. We thought we had 
our problems solved for the 5-mile 
National on July 1st, but it appeared 
that we again lost the surface of the 
track. It was worse for that race than 
it has ever been. 

Since, on most fair tracks, horses 
are in constant training for racing, 
the Fair people have to cater to them 
for a suitable track surface of soft 
soil. Due to the condition of the soil 
at Tulare we cannot obtain compac- 
tion on the surface to hold a complete 
night of racing. The Fair will not 
permit other soil or chemicals on the 
track, 

We feel at this time that we do 
not wish to sacrifice the safety of 
our riders to continue racing here. 
We have already had one boy, Gene 
Romero, hurt very seriously here and 
we do not wish to see another one 
hurt. You know that during our 5-mile 
National several of the riders in the 
Main Event pulled into the pits due 
to the condition of the track. 

We will keep you advised or our 
future plans.

f. and 350cc twin-cylinder 
Kawasaki’s have excellent potential 
in production road racing, besides 
being superb road machines. In less 
than two months, I have taken my 
350cc. A-7 “Avenger” to ten first 
places out of fourteen races entered 
(I had four retirements, three of them 
due to crashes), and managed to do 
very well against machinery of con- 
siderably more displacement, both in 
Production and GP classes. The 
following are a few suggestions 
which I would make to anyone else 
who is contemplating road racing 
their A-1, A-1SS or A-7 machines, 
based on my own limited experience. 


Stay Stock 

First, I think that I should put in 
a word for running the machines set 
up completely stock. While AFM 
tules allow for flexibility in engine 
preparation, I believe that in very 
few cases will any marked power in- 
crease be possible without a com- 
plete, skilled engine modification, 
and even where this is attempted 
one will sacrifice the very broad 
power band, which at present is one 
of the motorcycle’s most excellent 
features. Reliability might also be 
imperiled if modification is attempted. 

Standard ignition timing is recom- 
mended; for long races points should 
be tightened with maximum force, 
possibly with an “impact” driver. 
Caution should be exercised when 
doing this, though, for the impact 
could conceivably change the timing 
slightly. 

Igniting The Gas 

I have used a spark plug one heat 
range colder than the NGK B-9Hc 
which the motorcycle comes equipped 
with. While I use a Denso W27FPt 
(this is a Japanese brand which I 
have not yet seen in this country), 
this corresponds to an NGK #10. I 
would advise against using a colder 
plug — the bell-shaped combustion 
chamber insures that the electrodes 
are located far enough away from the 
piston face to prevent any piston 
damage, and a colder plug might foul 
out under certain conditions. 

Pistons and piston rings should 
be set up with standard clearances. 
Rings should be replaced every three 
hundred miles or so, as this is a 
cheap and easy way to keep maxi- 
mum power and prevent blow-by, and 
I have replaced pistons at seven 
hundred racing miles. 

Modifying the Gearbox 

The mainshaft in the gearbox on 
my machine hada slight bit of lateral 
play, so I shimmed up the right side 
to insure better meshing of shifting 
dogs. The shifting mechanism itself, 
when set up properly, is adequate, 
but I have noticed that the small 
stud used as a shifting stop tends 
to work loose; this caused severe 
overshifting problems on my ma- 
chine. When I overhauled it I set 
this stud more nearly flush with the 
shifting plate upon which the shift- 
ing rachet is affixed, used a special 
locking compound on it, and set it 
at a slightly different angle, so that 
the slight amount of wear I noticed 
would have no effect on the point at 
which the shifting plate stops. 

When I fell at the 250 Mile race at 
Cotati, I fractured the upshift hook 
on the shifting rachet, and it later 
snapped off, causing me to retire. 
Aftef a severe fall to the left, it 
might pay to check this rachet, to 
see if it has been cracked by the 
sudden impact put on it by the shift- 
ing lever hitting the pavement. 

Carburetor Adjustments 

I have found that the best setting 
for the carburetor needles is in the 
middle position, and I have not 
changed my main jets for any race 
yet, since plug chops have shown a 
good color, and performance has like- 
wise been satisfactory. The float 
levels should be checked,though,and 
the slides adjusted to open all the 
way out of the carburetor choke. It 
may be necessary to change the ad- 
justment on the oil pump actuating 
cable to effect this. In my case, I 
have set the oil pump to open at ap- 
proximately the same time as the 
carb slides. 

The carburetors should be secure- 
ly fastened onto the rotary valve in- 
let, since they tend to vibrate loose. 
The exhaust pipe clamps also have 
an annoying tendency to vibrate

loose, no matter how tight they are 
fastened, and thus should be spring- 
loaded to minimize this problem, 
This is accomplished by drilling 
small holes in the clamps, and in 
the head fins, into which springs of 
¥ or % inch diameter are hung. 


Racing Tires 

Racing tires are definitely recom- 
mended, to take greatest advantage 
of the handling afforded by the superb 
frames of these machines. I use 
Japanese Yokohamas, inflated to 29 
pounds front and 31 pounds rear (hot 
pressure). Wheel alignment should 
also be checked, since the marks on 
the swing-arm don’t seem to corres- 
pond very well to alignment. 

Ground clearance is one of the 
only real problems with these ma- 
chines. The chromed clamps holding 
the mufflers onto the exhaust pipes 
tend to grind and wear through rapid- 
ly, the shift lever can hang up on 
the pavement, and the footpegs also 
ground easily. The first problem can 
be relieved by welding or gluing 
curved pieces of sturdy steel strip- 
ping to the outside portion of these 
clamps. This will wear away before 
the clamp does, If the fixed part of 
the footrests is heated and bent up, 
and the shifting lever accordingly 
mounted higher, a little more clear- 
ance can be obtained. 

I try to help cornering clearance 
by shifting my body weight into the 
curve, and straightening up the ma- 
chine a little to clear the pavement. 
This is possible with the clip-on 
type “Thruxton” bars I am using 
(available from most dealers). 

The brakes on these machines, 
especially the A-7, are magnificent, 
and indeed better than on some rac- 
ing machinery I have ridden. They 
will progressively increase their 
action until the wheel locks, but all 
in a safe and steady manner. 


Brake Maintenance 
There is a price to be paid for 
this, though. On some machines, the 
linings generate excessive amounts 
of dust, and should be cleaned up 
frequently. With the great amount of 
heat created in the brake during a 
race, the linings tend to glaze a 
little. I attack this by a UM тони

ing up of the linings with a #400 
sandpaper, slightly dampened to 
lessen dust flying around. Even with 
such care, the brakes will still fade, 
and I have found it necessary to cut 
ventilating holes and install brake 
scoops on my machine. Otherwise 
there is the danger of running out of 
brakes during a long race. 

Iwouldrecommend replacement of 
the drive chain every seven hundred 
fifty to a thousand miles, even with 
careful and frequent lubrication. A 
racing (pre-stretched type) chain is 
best when replacing. 


Minor Mods 


One minor modification which 
might result in more power is to ma- 
chine off the flange on some of the 
Mikuni carburetors, which was ori- 
ginally designed as an air cleaner 
mount, as some Yamahas have. The 
engine cases fit against the carbs 
quite closely,and there may be some 
air restriction here. Also, running 
with the rubber carburetor covers 
pulled out is said to be good, though 
insertion of a fine screen mesh to 
prevent any bits of gravel to enter 
might be a good measure. 

My mileage during hardracing has 
averaged about twenty miles to the 
gallon. A quart of oil lasts about 
eighty miles at racing speeds. As 
recommended by American Kawasaki, 
I use Torco 2T in the oil tank, and 
304 rpm DELO motor oil in the gear- 
box. It is best to change the gearbox 
oil after each race. And don't forget 
to drill and wire your drain plug. 

Gearing on the machine is about 
right for Carlsbad, a shade high for 
Whiteman, and a bit low for Cotati. 
Shifting at 8500 rpm (where on my 
machine the engine refuses to wind 
any higher) and attaining the same 
Speed in top, I have noted an indi- 
cated speed of 125 miles an hour 
down the back straight at Cotati. 
This corrects to about 112 or 113 
miles an hour true speed, which is 
not bad for a road 350. 

When a dead engine start is at- 
tempted (FIM-type start) it is im- 
portant that the engine should be as 
hot as possible, or otherwise it will 
not tendto fire and accelerate clean- 
ly when bumped. 

Good luck with your Kawasaki.

2,200 MILES ON 2 WHEELS IN TWO WEEKS 


PART TWO

4th Day Saturday 40 miles 

After a standard breakfast of eggs 
in the cafeteria where we chatted 
with a group of hikers preparing to 
leave on a two-day trek, we left 
Glacier Point for a leisurely ride to 
the valley floor. This time we stopped 
to scramble over Sentinel Dome and 
enjoy all the viewpoints. 

Fay gasped in amazement and 
came to full attention as we cleared 
the 4200 ft.-long Wawona Tunnel and 
that fantastic view of Yosemite Val- 
ley popped into sight. After soaking 
it in for 20 minutes, we continued 
into the valley, stopping for views 
of El Capitan, the Cathedral Spires, 
the park Chapeland that famous view 
of Half Dome from Sentinel Bridge. 

Traffic had been heavy all morn- 
ing, but what was bumper to bumper 
around the campgrounds near Camp 
Curry rivaled any evening rush on 
the Los Angeles freeways. Forty-five 
minutes was spent riding in, around 
and out of each campground looking 
for an empty space. Finally, the 
thirdtime in Camp 7,I asked a young 
lady if she knew of a vacancy — she 
didn’t but her group was leaving im- 
mediately. We followed her and by 
slipping past 3 cars, a truck and 2 
campers managed to secure a berth 
for the night. 

We unloaded the box, setting out 
our sleeping bags and cookstove to 
réserve the table and remounted the 


Harley for a sightseeing trip down to 
El Capitan and back. We spent an 
hour at the village store and bake 
Shop while a thunderstorm passed 
over, dumping a quick but soaking 
shower and providing some magnifi- 
cent lightning displays. 

Riding up to Mirror Lake, we 
parked the big twin and walked a 
foot trail a short distance into the 
forest, People weren't quite so plen- 
tiful here after the rain and we saw 
a good size buck and several other 
deer. Chipmunks abounded every- 
where and squirrels scampered back 
and forth from tree to tree, Back at 
the campground there was time for a 
short nap before Fay cooked our din- 
ner of Prime Rib au Jus. 


Firefall Spectacular 

The evening activities at Camp 
Curry are many and include the stage 
entertainment in the amphitheatre 
that Fay and I took in. A mixture of 
amateur and professional acts, the 
climax came when they turned off 
the lights for the firefall. 

When the Camp Curry caller had 
finished his last call, “Lee-e-e-e-t 
the f-i-i-i-i-re f-a-a-a-a-a-al," the 
couple who had been singing on the 
stage started singing again. In the 
blackness, to the beautiful duet har- 
mony of the Indian Love Call, the 
first embers came trickling off of 
the cliff 3000 feet overhead. The 
trickle swelled to a cascading, glow- 
ing, irridescent column of flowing 
fire and then dwindled to floating 
specksthat drifted downward like fire- 
flies as the strains of the “Love 
Call” reached a crescendo and to- 
gether the firefall and song ended. 

For the. next 20 seconds the awed 
silence was broken only by the mur- 


mur of insect sounds in the nearby 
trees and a faraway car honking. 
The lights coming up brought us 
back to reality — and then the ex- 
plosion began, 

It really wasn’t unlike the Holly- 
wood Bowl. Several thousand people 
poured out of Camp Curry's parking 
lot only to stop for cars trying to get 
into the campgrounds. The long line 
of autos, stopped for one intersection 
frequently backed up into the last 
crossroads. The view of this monu- 
mental exodus and king size traffic 
jam is just short of fantastic when 
looking down onit from Glacier Point. 
That’s why Fay and I were walking 
hand in hand back to our campsight. 
The wood smoke that smelled so de- 
lightful at the point was almost suf- 
focating here in the valley. 


5th Day Sunday 91' miles 

Deep sonorous snores from the 
next door campsite only twenty feet 
away from our sleeping bags woke 
us as the sun painted the mountain 
peaks with its golden rays. By 6 a.m. 
we had completed our toilet, packed 
the cycle and were riding out of the 
campground to Camp Curry where we 
joined a short line of other early 
risers for breakfast. 

Leaving Yosemite Valley via the 
Big Oak Flat road, we passed Tuo- 
lomne Grove of big trees and out of 
the park on Highway 220. This exit 
is very narrow, twisty and in some 
places quite steep. On some grades 
we were descending one foot for 
every five feet traveled forward. 
Naturally low gear got a good work- 
out but the brakes stayed cool and 
didn’t fade.

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INDY ROAD RACE 


Cal Rayborn scored his second National Championship win of his 
career, and the first this year,at Indianapolis Raceway Park's 110- 
miler. Rayborn, the winner last year of the Carlsbad road race Nation- 
al, dogged the rear wheel of defending champion, Gary Nixon, for 32 
of the 59 laps before taking over and going on for the win with a new 


record. 

Nixon went to the pits two laps 
later with ignition troubles and was 
never again on the track in competi- 
tion. Rayborn then breezed to his 
second national road race win and 
maintained & steady 20 second lead 
over Dick Hammer, who finished 
second. 

Hooray For Calif. 

It was a big day for California 
tiders as Mert Lawwill rode in for 
third place to give Dist. 37 all three 
places in the winner's circle and 
also give Mert Lawwill the National 
point lead for the first time this 
year over Nixon. 

As is typical of road races, there 
were many setbacks, due.to engine 
problems and fall downs. Chris 
Draayer was the first to go. He was 
running 4th, right on the rear wheel 
of Rayborn when he shot off. the 
track. The Utah ace then fell trying 
to get back on the track and broke 
his carburetor and was out. 


Ralph White, riding the Norm Lee 
Triumph, worked his way from the 
back to well inside the first ten only 
to drop out with ignition troubles. 

Roger Reiman, riding one of his 
best races this year, led the opening 
lap and then came from second to 
take the lead away from Nixon on 
lap 12: before dropping back again to 
second and then to third behind Ray- 
born before he too dropped by the 
wayside after the halfway point in 
the race. 

Bart Markel climbed the racing 
ladder all the way to 4th place be- 
fore dropping out with a burned pis- 
tona few laps after Reiman pulled out. 

The tightest race at the finish 
and the late laps found a duel going 
between George Roeder and Dick 
Newell for 4th plàce. Earlier it also 
included former Daytona winner, 
Buddy Elmore. 

An extra-long gas stop for Newell 
saw him drop off the pace set by 
Roeder but the late laps had the El 


Monte veteran,on a borrowed TT ma- 
chine, again closing to within pass- 
ing distance of the Ohio Farmer. 

Rayborn, Hammer and Lawwill 
were the only riders on the same lap 
at the finish of the 59 lap grind on 
the extra fast Indy Raceway Park 
course. The weather was ideal, it 
was the first major road race win for 
H-D since Rayborn won Carlsbad 
lastSeptember. Cal was H-D mounted 
on a factory rig prepared in the plant 
in Milwaukee. 


The 250cc Lightweight Race 
The race for the small bombs can 

best be described as, Nixon and 

Yamaha, or, Yamaha and Nixon. 

This hand-and-glove combination 
swept the boards clean like they did 
at Daytona. It also kept Yamaha's 
win streak going as Don Twigg also 
won the title for the Banzai Boys at 
Laconia last June. 

Nixon jumped right to the front 
with an early challenge from Suzuki- 
mounted Dick Hammer. Earlier, Nix- 
on and Ron Grant had won the two 
qualification heat races but Grant 
was one of the last off the starting 
line in the final and was -Junning 
well back in the pack.early in the 
feature. 

As Hammer started to drop back 
from the flying Nixon, Grant was 
moving for Suzuki like a streak of 
Japanese lightning. 

The last laps saw Grant catch 
teammate Hammer and the race for 
second went right down to the finish

flag with Grant taking the spot on 
the last lap after much hassling 
with Hammer. 

Dickie Newell replaced the in- 
jured Bobby Winters on the Yamaha 
team and raced in for fourth with 
Laconia winner, Don Twigg, placing 
a distant fifth. 

The Kawasaki team saw Dick 
Mann come up with starting problems 
on the line.’ Mann spotted the entire 
field close to a lap before getting 
underway. The rapid redhead who 
now calls New York his home then 
came from way back to finish a clos- 
ing 10th place. 

The first Amateur across the line 
in the combined event was Califor- 
nia’s Walt Fulton. Although Walt rode 
a H-D in the Amateur big bike event 
the following day, he was Suzuki- 
mounted for this one in the 250cc 
race, He placed 11th. 

Yamaha kept its fantastic “Mob 
Scene” in tact and placed six riders 
and machines in the first eight posi- 
tions. It was again a new record for 
Nixonand his YDS-5 five-port Yamaha. 


Amateur Big Bike Event 

The best race, perhaps, of the 
entire two-day race meet came in the 
event for the Amateurs. The *Cali- 
fornia Kids," Art Baumann, Walt 
Fultonand Jimmy Odom, raised havoc, 
just as they did in the early laps 
last March at Daytona. 

Baumann and Fulton ran one-two 
in the qualification heat race with 
Odom, a late entry.and starting in 
last position, racing from last to 
finish a closing fifth. Jim Deehan 
placed third with Indiana rider Larry 
Roberts in fourth, a few feet ahead 
of Odom. 

The final and it-was Baumann and 
the Honda 450 straight to the lead 
with Fulton a closesecond and Odom 
right behind. on the Matchless G-50 
in third. 

These three hot prospects for 
future Expert stardom made it an 
early lap runaway until Odom fell 
off and dropped back to 9th before 
he was again back in the race. 

Here Comes Odom 

Then the suspense set in. Odom 
was picking off rider after rider from 
the back, Baumann was throwing oil 
all over his machine and himself 
with a large blue cloud of smoke 
pouring from his machine and Fulton 
was starting to slow due to mechani- 
cal troubles. 

Odom climbed all the way to 
fourth and overtook Ronnie Widman. 
Then the duel was on with Odom 
pulling even and Widman regaining 
the edge by a matter of inches and 
feet. Both riders were. closing on 
Baumann and Fulton. 

Both caught and passed the slow- 
running Fulton in the late, late laps 
and went by like Fulton was tied to 
a post. Then they set sail on Bau- 
mann. 

It was not to be, however, as Art 
rode in for the win, minus any oil 
and plus loud engine noises. Widman 
managed to hold off Odom for second 
and Jimmy lost his first National 
event in the last five tries. 

It was Honda, H-D and Matchless 
in the winner's circle and Baumann 
had ridden a perfect race. Odom had 
made one mistake and Widman fin- 
ished with a broken clutch cable. 
Fulton limped in for fifth position. 

Deehan also fell off, remounted, 
and finished in 11th. East coast 
rider, Jim Anzalone, on a Triumph, 
took fourth. 


Novice 250cc Race 

Yamaha grabbed seven of the first 
ten places in the Novice race but 
two Kawasaki riders took two of the 
top four places. One Suzuki was also 
in the front spots with a 6th place 
finish. 

It was a big day for the first-year 
riders from the state of Michigan as 
four of the first five places fell to 
contenders from the Wolverine state. 

The winner was Yamaha-mounted 
Dave Bloom from Ann Arbor, Michigan 
who had a sizeable lead over veteran 
Indy Novice Bob Wakefield, Kawa- 
saki-mounted. Wakefield was also a 
Novice back in 1962 when the only 
other National road race meeting was 
held at Raceway Park. 

Yamaha captured both of the heat 
races with Bloom winning one and 
Duane McDaniels from Detroit win- 
ning the other.

The controversial office of a 
District Co-ordinator was the major 
subject for discussion at the August 
meeting of the District 37 Sports 
Committee. At the July meeting, the 
Gripsters MC asked for a motion that 
the office be abolished, but it was 
tabled until the then-newly-elected 
Commissioners had a chance to 
meet and discuss the whole problem 
of revenues, duties, etc. 

They had met by the August meet- 
ing and asked that the body give 
them a vote of confidence to con- 
tinue investigating this problem and 
all its aspects until the end of the 
year. They were also willing to offer 
their time gratis during this period 
to perform the functions of the Co- 
ordinator’s office thereby not cost- 
ing the District or the clubs any 
funds at all while finding out just 
how this office will function. In 
other words, they would attempt to 
function as the Co-ordinator until 
the first of 1968. Sloan (Rams) asked 
for a motion on this, but Jean Carter, 
President of District 37 so ruled 
that this be in effect as Chairman of 
the Sports Committee. 

Ways and Means 

During the discussion preceding 
this ruling three of the Commission- 
ers, Sloan (Rams) Hurd (Foothill 
Hawks)and Lee (Powder Puff Ass'n) 
each spoke on various subjects. 
Sloan listed various new ways that 
had been considered for the District 
to finance the office, Hurd spoke on 
the fact that all District clubs are 
non-profit organizations and are 
therefore run on that basis even if 
some of them don’t feel that they 
ought to pay anything into the trea- 
sury for the running of this office. 
He mentioned that some ofthe desert 
clubs in particular just don’t realize 
how much territory has been lost re- 
cently to the desert rider, whereas 
if there had been someone to go out 
and contact landowners, etc., we 
might be in a better condition than 
we are.

Lee spoke on being present at a 
Riverside County Board of Super- 
visors meeting for a TT scrambles 
track where previous work by a Co- 
ordinator might have organized the 
motorcyclists’ side of the story bet- 
ter, as the ranchers and farmers 
were better organized than we were. 
Sloan then asked that the body give 
the Commissioners a vote of confi- 
dence to continue working on this 
for a while with Kemp (Dirt Diggers) 
also making the same statement. 

The motion to completely abolish 
the office of Co-ordinator finally 
came to a vote and was defeated 
overwhelmingly. 


Bike Challenged 

Ed Pearlman of the National Off- 
the-Road Racing Association was 
introduced and invited the District 
to compete in a sanctioned race 
from Tijuana to La Paz for dune 
buggies, jeeps and bikes on Novem- 
ber 1st. They would also consider a 
tace between these types of vehi- 
cles from Barstow to Las Vegas. 

The bikes have done this run in 
39 hours, while 4-wheeled vehicles 
have done it in 41 hours 45 minutes 
and 34 hours 45 minutes. A Rambler 
made it in 31 hours flat. The four- 
wheeled groups felt that since motor- 
cycles are a single-rider unit it 
would be unfairto run them the same 
as the four-wheelers that carry two 
men, with chances for one to drive 
and one to sleep. Therefore the bikes 
wil be allowed to run the event 
pony-express style with a fresh 
rider picked up about half-way down. 

Currently the prize money is over 
$10,000 and could grow. There will 
be a $5,000 prize for the top elimin- 
ator. President Carter than said he 
wished he had been able to speak 
with Pearlman previous to the meet- 
ing as the District only handled 
sporting events and couldn't co- 
sanction a run where money was 
paid as this would make it a profes- 
sional event. District members, 
however, can enter as individuals.

New Rules From Comp.Comm. 

The Competition Committee rules 
from the last meeting included the 
following: 

As of August 1st, a 21" Novice 
class will be instituted for scram- 
bles and desert events. District 
rules of six riders to make a class 
will still be enforced and if there 
are not enough entries to comply, 
they will be moved up to.the next 
highest displacement class. 

Additionally, at European scram- 
bles Div. III, the trail bikes will 
have a separate start, Division I and 
II will start togethet but in a sepa- 
rate race, and Lightweight Amateur 
and Expert classes will start to- 
gether. Also, European scrambles 
courses shall not exceed 3 miles, 
andthey willconstitute an enclosed- 
type event with the course marked 
by ribbons, rope, stakes or lime, 
the race to run a minimum of half- 
an-hour and a maximum of one hour. 
At the promoting club’s discretion a 
parade-type lap may be taken to fa- 
miliarize riders with course layout. 
If any club allows pre-race practice, 
either the day before or the morning 
of the run, the Committee recommends 
that said club shall not be allowed 
to have a point run the following 
year. The Committee also feels that 
by “enclosing” the course, i.e., 
marking the whole thing, a rider can 
walk out and see what he might run 
in to before his race starts and as 
Lynn Wineland (Pasadena) explained, 
the whole idea of a European scram- 
bles is to provide a race similar to 
those run in Europe. These new 
rules will help clarify the matter, 
and stop the practice that has been 
taking place on such courses. 

The meeting closed with mention 
of thè District 37 run for 1967 which 
will take place August 26-27 (watch 
for posters) using part of the present 
Bay Mare track. Points will be paid 
for both desert and scrambles; fold-

Bob Winters achieved the dream 
of so many cycle racers, to leap up 
out of the ranks and into the national 
spotlight as one of the famous stars. 

Last year Bob was a good rider, 
like so many racers. Then, the break 
all ambitious riders aspire to have 
happen came. He was a last minute 
additiontothe Yamaha Racing Team. 
That did it. 

He became the talk of the racing 
circuitin1966 by pacing the Yamaha 
squad to an incredible 8-out-of-the- 
first-10 places victory in the 1966 
Daytona International 100-mile na- 
tional championship. 
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This year National Number 21 
has been in competition with the 
best riders in America, mounted 
aboard his Yamaha Special 5-port 
racing machine. He also competes 
regularly on a BSA in dirt track and 
road racing events. 


Fluke Accident 

Unfortunately, Winters is now 
sidelined by a broken leg received 
(ironically) in the pits at Ascot Park, 
but he hopes to return to action be- 
fore the end of the year. 

During the 1965 season, Bob cap- 
tured 3rd spots at such places as 
Laconia, N.H., Des Moines, Iowa, 
Meadowdale, Illinois, and St. Louis, 
Missouri. Also in 1965, Bob entered 
an independent Yamaha in the Day- 
tona classic and paced the pack in 
third position for more than half the 
race before his engine blew. 


Steady Upward Climb 

Bob, now 26 years of age, first 
started racing sportsman scrambles 
events back in 1960. It wasn’t until 
1963 that he took a more serious 
interest in racing and became a Nov- 
ice, eventually moving through the 
rank of Amateur and into the Expert 
category in 1965. 

Hailing from Fort Smith, Arkansas, 
Bob and wife Ann have a little boy, 
14 months old, named Robert Mark. 
When not racing, Bob manages the 
Winters Cycle Shop for his dad, who 
is also a racing “bug”.

They each won at 
Ascot last year. Gary from the back 
row — Markel from the crashwalls. 

Gary and Bart could one-two the 
hot and cold running local kamikaze 
pilots and become the first from out 
of state to win the big one. Time 
will tell.
